Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 24— 
(U.R)—Firemen battled a specta­ 
cular blaze on the sixth floor of 
the Test building in the monu­ 
ment circle here today, and by 
cool work and with the assist­ 
ance of police, prevented 
a 
near-disastrous panic. 
Oil in a tank in a painting 
shop on the sixth floor 
flared 
up but flames 
were hemmed 
by concrete retaining walls and 
chemicals brought the fire un­ 
der control in quick time. 
But the 
fire caused 
dense 
smoke to billow upward, 
filling 
the other floors of the nine- 
story building and driving scor­ 
es of office workers on the street 
side to windows in alarm. Some 
of them, all women, were helped 
from windows to the roofs of 
adjoining buildings and 
others 
threatended to jump. Assuran­ 
ces that the flames were under 
control finally calmed the work­ 
ers. 
Meanwhile, police drove back 
frantic motorists who besieged 
the Circle Motor Inn 
on 
the 
ground floor, attempting to re­ 
move their automobiles. 
The Circle Motor 
Inn 
also 
owned the painting shop where 
the fire started. They were un­ 
able to estimate the loss, 
but 
building officials said most of 
the damage was due to smoke 
alone. The origin of the

American Master Minds Are 
Blamed In London Robberies 


All Big Stealing Schemes 
Are 
Believed To Be Due To Ex­ 
perts Over In The United 
States 


ONE ROBBERY BROUGHT 
$120,000 JEWELRY LOOT

London, 
Jan. 24—(U.R)—Scot­ 
land Yard’s latest baffling pro­ 
blem concerns an epidemic 
of 
big store robberies. An American 
gang is suspected. 
During recent months five of 
the leading establishments in 
the West End of London have 
been raided by expert cracks­ 
men. It is estimated that $120,- 
000 worth of jewelry and other 
goods have 
fallen 
into 
their 
hands. Scotland Yard can claim 
one capture. 
Police officials believe it is the 
work of one gang, and are in­ 
clined to lay it at the door of 
an American master mind 
by 
reason of the expert and mod­ 
ern methods employed.* 
Another reason for their be­ 
lief is the warning they received 


last year from police officials in 
the United States that a flock of 
American super-criminals were 
likely to invade Europe and that 
their pet hobby was 
expensive 
jewelry. 
Scotland Yard’s conviction be­ 
came almost a certainty when a 
fashionable jewel store in Bond 
Street, the heart of aristocratic 
London, was 
raided 
recently 
and $50,000 worth of gems 
ex­ 
tracted from a supposedly bur­ 
glar-proof safe, 
despite 
the 
fact that the safe was in full 
view of the policeman patrolling 
the beat. 
The most modern appliances 
were used. Acetylene blow-pipes 
were brought into play to pre­ 
pare the safe for the steel cut­ 
lers. Previously a hole had been 
made in the ceiling above to en­ 
able the thieves to lower them­ 
selves and their apparatus pre­ 
paratory to operations. 
Water was strewn on the floor 
to prevent an outberak of fire 
from the heat of the blow-pipes. 
The job was done in a few 
hours. The cracksmen made use 
of the electric 
light burning 
above the safe for illumination 
purposes.

Today he sat in a cell, morose, 
as though his fondest wish was 
to be again merely the son of 
an obscure railroad laborer. 
Perhaps a visit of his mother

“Certainly I’m not seeking any 
notoriety or am I trying to de­ 
feat justice as has been charged. 
I’m here to help my boy any way 
I can and maybe for the last 
time.” 
Hickman’s mother refused to­ 
day to admit her son’s guilt. 
Crushed by the tragedy, Mrs. 
Hickman clung to the hope that 
somewhere there must have been 
a mistake. 
“I don’t believe it,” she sob­ 
bed, “he couldn’t have done such 
a thing. Even if he told them he 
did, as they say he told them, I 
don’t believe it.”

Most au tomobile d riv ers, accu stomed to the 
u se of the foot accelerator, will no d ou bt agree 
that it wou ld be almost lik e learning ov er again 
to attem pt to d riv e a machine entirely with the 
hand lev ers. 
Don Eu gene Felt, writing in the Hoosier Mo­ 
torist, ad v ocates the abolishment of the foot 
gasoline feed for the pu rpose of minimizing the 
nu mber of au tomobile accid ents. 
His plan is to d o away entirely with 
the 
eq u ipment of feed ing the gasoline with a foot 
lev er, and which wou ld leav e the d riv er's foot on 
the brak es ev ery instant. 
In this connection, 
Mr. Felt say s: 
“I u nd erstand the 
United 
States Bu reau of 
Stand ard s has d etermined that abou t half a 
second elapses between the time the car d riv er 
is told to stop and the instant that the car be­ 
gins to slow 
d own throu gh the 
action of the 
brak es. 
There is no d ou bt whatev er bu t what 
the major portion of this, time is consu med in 
mov ing the foot from the accelerator to the 
brak e, which req u ires compou nd action — first 
lifting the foot, then mov ing it to one sid e, and 
then pressing it d own. No d ou bt they sometimes 
miss the brak e. 
“If the foot is constantly on the brak e, in case 
of d anger the brak e is instantly applied . The re­ 
action is instinctiv e and instantaneou s as soon 
as the d anger is perceiv ed . 
“A car trav eling thirty miles an hou r will go 
twenty -two feet in a half second . One going 20 
miles an hou r trav els 14 feet in one-half second . 
In many cases of accid ent, su ch as a child ju mp­ 
ing ou t from behind another v ehicle stand ing at 
the cu rb, the m atter of two or three feet sav ing 
in the time of stopping means the d ifference be­ 
tween life and d eath. 
Ev en thou gh an au to may 
be going only fifteen miles an hou r, it may sav e 
a life to hav e the foot on the brak e. This also 
applies to 
impend ing 
collisions 
as well as to 
scores of other su rprise situ ations.” 
Persons for the most part will d isagree with 
Mr. Felt. 
There are other things to tak e into 
consid eration. 
With a car fed gasoline by the 
foot, and the foot is tak en from the ped al and 
applied to the brak e, one thing is certain and 
that is that the 
gasoline 
flow 
au tomatically 
ceases. 
If the gasoline feed ing was d one en­ 
tirely by hand , almost ev ery 
time the brak es 
wou ld be applied it wou ld be d one against the 
pu lling power of the motor, as it wou ld req u ire 
a long period 
of time for d riv ers to learn to 
work both their feet and their hand s in bring­ 
ing the car to a su d d en stop. 
It is far more important to hav e the gasoline 
hand free, so that the car can be throwrn ou t of 
gear while the brak e is being applied .

WOCU> ABOLISH ACCELERATOR 


Most automobile drivers, accustomed "to the 
, «rf the'foot accelerator, will no doubt agree 


.4hat tt would be almost like learning over again 


to attempt to drive a machine entirely with the 
hand levers. 


Don Eugene Felt, writing In the Hoosier Mo- 


torist, advocates the abolishment of the foot 
gasoline feed for the purpose of minimizing the 
number of automobile accidents. 


His plan is to do away entirely with 
the 


equipment of feeding the gasoline with a foot 
lever, and which would leave the driver's foot on 
the brakes every instant. In this connection, 
Mr. Felt says: 


"I understand the United States Bureau of 


Standards has determined that about half a 
second elapses between the time the car driver 
is told to stop and the instant that the car be- 
gins to slow down through the action of the 
brakes. 
There is no doubt whatever but what 


the major portion of this time is consumed in 
moving the foot from the accelerator to the 
brake, which requires compound action — first, 
lifting the foot, then moving it to one side, and 
then pressing it down. No doubt they sometimes 
miss the brake. 


"If the foot is constantly on the brake, hi case 


of danger the brake is instantly applied. The re- 
action is instinctive and instantaneous as soon 
as the danger is perceived. 


"A car traveling thirty miles an hour will go 


twenty-two feet in a half second. One going 20 
miles an hour travels 14 feet in one-half second. 
In many cases of accident, such as a child jump- 
ing out from behind another vehicle standing at 
the curb, the matter of two or three feet saving 


. in the time of stopping means the difference be- 


tween life and death. Even though an auto may 
be going only fifteen miles an hour, it may save 
a life to have the foot on the brake. This also 
applies to impending collisions as well as to 
scores of other surprise situations." 


f 
Persons for the most part will disagree with ^ 


"Mr. Felt. 
There are oUier things to take into " 


consideration. With a car fed gasoline by the 
foot, and the foot is taken from the pedal and 
applied to the brake, one thing is certain and 
that is that the gasoline flow automatically 
ceases. 
If the gasoline feeding was done en- 


tirely by hand, almost every time the brakes 
would be applied it, would be done against the 
pulling power of the motor, as it would require 
a long period of time for drivers to learn to 
work both their feet and their hands in bring- 
ing the car to a sudden stop. 


It is far more important to have the gasoline 


hand free, so that the car can be thrown out of 
gear while the brake is being applied. 


HUNTING BANDITS WITH PLANES 


Rush county will not use airplanes to hunt 


bank bandits anci other criminals, it is believed, 
regardless of what attitude may be taken in the 
matter by surrounding counties. 


Peace officers and bankers of the county have 


received 
word of an 
airport-police plan for 


"spotting" criminals from the air, with the plan 


, being worked out by the Indiana State Bureau 


of criminal identification and a number of fly- 
ing fields located in the state. 


The use of the plan here would hardly be 


justified in view of the local situation, and even 
if there were any cause for concern it is very 
doubtful that an airplane stationed here could 
be of any great amount of good in apprehending 
the bandits' car by observing traffic from the 


t air. 
'• 
; 
If a bank in Rushville should be held up by 


bandits tomorrow, and there was *n airplane 
landing field nearby, it to doubtful whether 
not the aviator could help the course of justice 
much. 


After the bandits would leave the bank and 


speed off m their machines, a call would be made 
to the landing field and the plane made ready 
to start, and after the plane goes into the 
air 


and the pilot gets settled la the course taken by 
the bandits, he would have a difficult task find- 
Ing the bandit car from the others that use the 
highways. 


The plan as far as Rushvllle is concerned, is 


for the officers here to call the nearest field 
which is Indianapolis, and there Is little ques 
tion but what the bandits could soon be lost In 
the hills of Franklin county, by the time that 
plane would be here ready to take up the course 


The expense In such work is not mentioned 


"but also figures in the reason why the plan 
would not be a success in this county, located 
40 miles from a landing field.
